The rate was set at Council meet-! 
ing Monday night when the borough j 
budget of $77,009 was also passed on I 
first reading. Final passage of both 
ordinances will be made at the Janu- 
ary meeting when it is expected the 
budget will undergo some revisions. 

As proposed, the budget is §1,075 
larger than that adopted for 1930. 
It is, however, $3,200 less than that 
originally proposed for 1930. 

Increases advocated are fire protec-j 
tion, $250; police protection, $2,175 ;\ 
Playground and Community Building,! 
$400; clerical expenses, $300. j 

Decreases are indicated to the Rec-| 
reation Board, $100; Highway De-| 
partment, $700; Board of Health,!

"There has been mention of limit-; 
ing the power of a broadcasting sta- j 
tion. I seriously doubt the feasibility 
of any such proposal, knowing thei 
technical difficulties involved. A mere] 
limiting the input power is insufficient! 
to accomplish the purpose desired due, 
to improvements in operating eflici-j 
ency variations in pattern of signal,!

etc. Then there's the idea of a tem- 
porary permit.
